what- the home market takes as 
•well as that which is exported. Pro- 
tection of such s. crop by the ordin- 
ary, tariff duty is a farce.

WAR GUILT AGAIN. 


Germany plans to reopen the question of war guilt 


after her admission to the league of nations, accord- 
ing to Edwin James, writing In the New York Times. 
The recent conflagration which swept Europe is to 
be fought out again but this time- It will be around 
the historian's table Instead of upon the battlefield. 


At this time when passions have cooled it Is possi- 


ble to understand the Germans' purpose in disturb- 
ing an old sore. The German people feel keenly and 
deeply ignominy attached to the verdict arrived at in 
the formulation of the Versailles peace pact. Ger- 
many Is still a proud nation. And she is not unlike 


. other people when she professes a 'strict regard for 
humane and moral considerations. All nations de- 
sire most ardently to be regarded as actuated by 
humanistic motives. The newly-awakened Germany, 
havlngj achieved a very considerable progress in the 
rehabilitation of Industry and finance, now looks for- 
ward to a better position in history than she can 
hope to attain with the present stain 
against her 


name. 


It Is not to be understood that Germany seeks full 


vindication. It is doubtful if the most devoted Prfn- 
German believes Germany is wholly guiltless in pre- 
cipitating the ghastly conflict which came so near 
to wrecking- European civilization. The undisputed 
fact that it was German armies which first Invaded 
neutral and enemy territory closes the doors to all 
discussion along that line. But there are many Ger- 
mans who do feel that the imperial government did 
make an effort to avoid actual warfare. 
They be- 


lieve official communications and notes which passe.l 
between the belligerent countries will support this 
conclusion. 
And for this purpose they 
suggest 


publication officially of the full documentation from 
the archives"of the main nations involved in the war. 
They propose the appointment-of a committee of ex- 
perts to examine and compare the published docu- 
ments. 
Finally they champion the setting up of a 


neutral court to decide who was' responsible for the 
war. 


There is very little which could he gained from thib 


inquiry. 


It is true that the whole Treaty of 
Versailles is 


built upon German guilt. She did not lose her colon- 
ies as the price of defeat and she was not sentenced 
to pay- reparations because she lost the war. 
It was 


the idealism of Woodrow Wilson which dictated that 
Germany should pay because her aggression menaced 
and disturbed the peace of the world. But time is 
the great healer: Already the conceptions of Ger- 
many's ability to pay at the time when the Ver- 
sailles "pact was originally drawn 
have 
undergone 


great and sweeping: modifications. The statesmen of 
Great Britain and France now realize if they had 
succeeded in enforcing an unduly harsh decree they 
would have Brought ruin and utter, desolation to (all 
of Europe, for a great nation cannot be reduced to 
the dust without profoundly affecting the prosperi- 
ty' and welfare of others. And so Time has been ap- 
plying- the balrJi which-4s restoring a 
semblance of 


order and good will in European relations. France no 
longer expects to grind complete satisfaction from 
Germany. That would be an economic Impossibility 
She does anticipate the payment of proper indemni- 
ties, based upon the ability of the German people to 
compensate her, and she is entitled to them. Great 
Britain no longer retains the graphic phrase of Lloyd 
George when he promised the British 
people that 


Germany would be made to pay to "the last penny." 


Great Britain, France, 
Italy and 
Germany have 


signed a security pact for the future preservation of 
peace 
If Germany reveals the sound statesmanship 


and judgment which she showed in withdrawing this 
same dangerous question of war guilt from the :-es- 
slons of Locarno, she will profit in the end. Time 
will do more for her than all the 
expert inquiries 


could possibly hope to do. 


HELPING OUT A NEIGHBOR. 


vlded the th'errfe for more than one epic of American 
lifeFor more than a decade Thorpe basked in the sun- 
shine of the full glamour of the adulation which a 
nation of outdoor sport enthusiasts heaps upon its 
heroes. Now, at the age of 40, he is "finished.1; 
He 


is going to the reservation to live with -his kinsfolk. 


There is a note of tragedy in this career of an In- 


dian boy who fifteen years ago gave promise of de- 
veloping Into the greatest athlete of all time. 
' At Carlisle, Thorpe first won fame with his match- 
less skill on the gridiron. He could 
do everything 


which a great football player should do and he could 
do it just a little bit better than any player who wore 
the moleskins in those glorious days. It fell to the 
lot of this dusky warrior to represent America in the 
Olympic games at Stockholm and he returned to 
home shores with the remarkable honor of an individ- 
ual championship. It was a 
short-lived triumph, 


however, for he was shortly charged with 
profes- 


sionallsm and uncrowned. 


Then Muggsy McGraw, believing that a. 
great 


athlete could be developed into a brilliant baseball 
player, signed Thorpe for the Giants. But Thorpe 
on the diamond never'lived up to the promise of 
Thorpe on the gridiron, on track and .field. 
He 


soon passed from the majors and even in slower com- 
pany could not stand the pace. Then he turned to 
professional football but his feet had lost their cun 
ning and his eye was not so discerning. His 
last 


stand was made at St. Petersburg,. Fla., where he 
played to a crowd of- 300 people. Thorpe realized that 
he had come to the end of the trail. The old yearn- 
ing lor the plantation hit him and he is going- back to 
the lands of his fathers. 
No doubt pride surged 


strongly in Jim Thorpe's veins when his 
athletic 


prowess enabled htm to break the prejudice of the 
white man but he will be far happier on the old 
reservation than when cheering thousands gave him 
their plaudits. 


It now appears,that the burden of caring for a 


family of six children at Nebraska City, recently de- 
ported from DCS Moines by action of the authorities 
there, is to be thrust upon the state of Nebraska. Be- 
cause of parental neglect the children must be sup- 
ported at public expense until private homes can .be 
found for them. So they are to be sent to the state 
home for dependent children at Lincoln.

It Is safe for an overweight woman to reduce during the pregnancy 


and nursing; periods? Yes, safer than not to. 


A little while back we ran a questlonmlre which I asked those who 


had reduced to fill in. One of the questions was: When did your over- 
weight begin? Nearly 50 percent of those who answered stated: during 
the periods of pregnancy and nursing. 
i

Now It is not only necessary but very-»iiarmful to gain over the 15 


to 20 pounds allowed for the increase for the weight of the babe, the 
water membrances, etcetera, during pregnancy. An Increase over this 
amount shows that the expectant mother Is eating more than necessary. 
This excesa eating arises, no doubt, through the popular idea that the 
mother mu^ eat for two during this pedod. aMD'the.result is that often- 
times there is enough eaten 'Tor two adults Instead of enough for one adult 
and a very tiny new life, up to the fifth month.. 


If overweight were the ordy penalty of overeating-, it would not be 


so grave, but serious illness and even deaths have resulted from the 
practice. Eclampsia (convulsions of ,pregnancy) in many instances Is 
caused by the poisons arising from overeating and the Infiltration of fat 
Into t h e tissues. 
. 
, , . , « , , 
AVe base our conclusions that' this-is so on the following facts: 1. 


Overwelg-ht, full-blooded women are more frequently affected thaji others. 
2. There is less eclampsia in the summer when more fruits and vegetables 
and less concentrated foods are eaten, than in the winter, and there is 
less eclampsia in the south than in -the north, for the same reaso. 
Obstetricians in the warring countries reported that when the food was 
less plentiful during the war, there was &• great lessening of the cases 
of eclampsia. 
' 
s~ 
TAere is xery little growth of the fetus during the first five months 


of pregnancy, and but a slight increase in the food intake by the normal 
weight mother is necessary for the growing babe up to this time. After 
this about one-fifth more than the normal diet is taken, unless the 
physical activities axe lessened. In that case, a smaller increase will 
suffice. 
The frame of the baby is determined by heredity, but the amount 


of fat on the baby can* to a great extent, be controlled by the mother. 
Inasmuch as the same foods that fattertithe mother v-'lll fatten the baby. 
(Occasionally, in an overfat mother, just.the reverse will happen— a 
puny baby will result.} Excess fat on the mother and the baby will cause 
a more difficult labor by narrowing the birth and increasing' the size 
of tho baby.

tron," how the number of electrons 
contained in the nucleus of any 
atom Is arrived at: 


•"We have thus been able to look 


with the eyes of, the mind not only 
Inside an atom, a body which be- 
comes but a meter in dia-meter when 
looked at through an Instrument of 
ten billionfpld 
magnification, 
but 


also inside its nucleus, which, even 
with that magnification, is still a 
mere pin point, and to count with- 
in it just how many positive and 
how many negative electrons there 
are imprisoned, numbers reaching 
238 and 146 respectively in the case 
of the uranium atom. And, let it 
be remembered, the dimensions of 
these atomic nuclei are about one- 
billionth'of those of the smallest ob- 
ject which has ever been seen, or 
can ever be seen and measured in 
a microscope." 


Of which we may remark: First 
that it Is ''The Eyes of the Mind" 
that Dr. Millikan speaks of: second 
that the "Instrument of ten billion- 
fold magnification" is also only a 
mental entity, whose physical coun- 
terpart man hath not seen nor will 
ee. 
In his admirable and authorita- 


tive book Dr. Millikan describes and 
gives drawings of the orbits of the 
electrons In the hydrogen and other 
atoms, in accordance with the theor- 
ies of Bohr, Somerfeld and others, 
some of which are extraordinary to 
look upon, through their compli- 
cated mingling of circles, ellipses, 
and curves calculated .to fit the in- 
terpretations 
given 
to 
observed 
facts, and-relations. 


His -picture showing- the "hypo- 


thetical structure of a radium atom" 
is a dream of mathematical graph- 
ics, -which, enlarged to the capacitv 
of a duodecimo page, comes boom- 
ing upon the spectator like a mag- 
nified bumble bee. 


But. do not misunderstand me. I 


am not in the least trying to throw 
ridicule, upon these things. 
That 


would be foolish. Back of them 
stands'some of the greatest work 
ever done by man in his intellec- 
tual warfare with nature^ to wrench 
her secrets from her.

Dr. E. O. Jordan, head of the Uni- 


versity of Chicago department of 
bacteriology, recently stated In a 
public address that if another epi- 
demic of influenza visited this globe 
similar to that which wrought havoc 
in 1918, it would find no more ef- 
fective measures to combat its rav- 
ages than at that time. He believes 
that, sooner or later, another epi- 
demic will arrive. 
Figures that were not tabulated 


until some years after the flu epi- 
demic showed that it caused 200,- 
000 000 deaths in the whole popula- 
tion of the world. Thus it appears 
that it was the worst catastrophe of 
the sort since the Black Death of 
the middle ages, and a pestilence 
which science would do well to 
study for the sake of future genera- 
tions or even perhaps of this same 
generation. ' 
. 
Dr Jordan seems to think that 


vaccination on a world-wide scale 
is not practicable, yet undoubtedly 
vaccination against flu has had,con- 
siderable 
development in 
recent 
years, along with inoculation against 
colds. 
Its true relation to, or di- 


vergence from, a common co d has 
never been established, but, if this 
alone were determined, a milestone 
in the study of the influenza germ 
would have been passed. 
Disclosures in the field of bac- 


teriology have already had 
sc tre- 


mendous influence on the health of 
the human race. If the true gravHi 
of the flu were more "U*y T"**- 
nlzed perhaps more funds and more 
opportunity for 
its investigation 


would be available to scientists. •

Of Post-War Trouble. 


Paper On But 4T Per Cent 


Of Land Now; 
Amount 


Of Second Claims 
Low. 


That Lancaster county has fully 


recovered from post - war depres- 
sion and financial speculation so 
that Its farmers a,r,e now in as good 
or better condition than the agri- 
culturists of any other section of 
. Nebraska is shown by a survey of 
mortgages Just completed by Ben 
Parker, a Lincoln abstracter. 


Mortgages now in force average 


but $57 an acre for land on which 
they are placed, and but $23 50 an 
acre for the total farm land in the 
county. 
No figures are available 


for other counties or for Lancaster 
a few years ago, but Mr. Parker Is 
certain from his studies that a huge 
difference has been made In the 
Lancaster county mortgages within 
five years. He believes, also, that 
few other counties m the state can 
show such a record. 


Only 41 per cent of Lancaster 


farm land is now mortgaged. 


"I've asked ten or twelve men, 


real estate dealers and others who 
should know, and estimates of every 
one of them -were above 80 per 
cent. 
I myself thought it was 


above 70 per cent. 
These figures 


are astonishing." 


Deals Refinanced Now. 


Lancaster county has 516,561 acres 


of land classed as agricultural. But 
212,129 acres are now covered by 
mortgages. The total of first mort- 
gages in force is $12,136,955; of sec- 
ond mortgages, $640,953. The mort- 
gages number approximately" 1,800 
The assessed valuation of Lancaster 
county's farm land Is $52,520,060. 


This U the record of a county 


•which b\t a few years ago was 
plastered Jvith first, second, third 
and even fourth mortgages. Hun- 
dreds of pieces of property have 
changed hand in the last few years 
as a result of post-war high finance 
Lancaster county was the center 
of much speculation and stock sell- 
ing In the state, so that the farmers 
here probably carried 
as much 


worhless paper or attempted to buj 
as much high priced land as they 
did any place 
Yet nearly all the land deals have 


been refinanced. There are scarcely 
more than a dozen third mortgages 
in the whole county, and the ratio 
of second mortgages to first mort- 
gages is low. 
The history of one SO-acre unim- 


proved tract which Mr. Parker no- 
ticed illustrates the sort of history 
-which was written for many tracts 
during the inflation period. 
This 


«0 was sold in 1920 tor $15,000, a 
mortgage of $7,000 and a second 
mortgage 
for $5,000 taken. 
The 


purchaser gave $3,000 in cash. 
It 


then went through three 
hands, 


each seller making a profit by add- 
ing to the cabh price. The last man 
was caught with it at the time of 
dPflatlon and turned it back to the 
person from whom he purchased U 
That person also turned It back to 
the next man. 
Finally it was re- 


turned to the original owner and 
then at last auctioned off in a sher- 
iffs sale for $6,000

Simplicity is the most important 


factor in every fine art. In basket- 
ball scooting- goals is the moat dif- 
ficult feature of the game, and sim- 
plicity is the most important thing 
thing: to be remembered in ifearning 
that art 
The simplest way to shoot a 
basket is to toss the ball high into 
the air so it will fall down into the 
ring- from almost directly above it. 
Many beginners and high school 
players have the habit of shooting 
the ball at a spot on the bankboard, 
putting a great leal of spin or re- 
verse "English" on the ball to putt 
the best method of shooting because 
It down into the basket. This is not 
it is too complicated. You have to 
figure a new angle for each spot on 
the floor, and must determine just 
how much "English" to try to get. 
Also this shot while running usually 
plugs the bank so hard the ball 
bounds back beyotid the ring. 
The correct shot from any dis- 
tance down the floor is the 
high 
arch shot, with the ball leaving the 
hands "dead," that is. not revolving 
Since the player is shooting for the 
ring: and disregarding the bank- 
board, every -shot calls for the same 
styl£ of execution from every angle 
and can be made just as easily on 
the run as standing still. The higher 
the ball sails the better chance it 
has to fall through the ring-, si-rice 
the target actually decreases in di- 
mension in proportion to the de- 
crease ot" the angle of the course of 
the ball.
